Three Members Are Unanimously 
in Favor of Securing Santa 
Fe Site for the New 
Municipal Park. 


DECIDUOUS TREES SEEM 


TO BE BEST FOR SHADE | 


Interesting Gathering Is Held and 
Much Is Promised for the 
Beautifying of the 
City Streets. 


A decision of paramount import- 
ance to Richmond was reached last 
night at the first meeting of the Park 
Commission, when it was unani- 
mously decided that the Santa Fe 
tract, located between Richmond 
proper and Point Richmond, was the 
logical and only place for Richmond's 
proposed city park. The commission, 
which is composed of W. S. McRack- 
en, Will Faber and Mrs. J. B. Ogborn, 
went over the various propositions 
in detail, and at the end of several 
hours of deliberations the Santa Fe 
park project was declared to be vastly 
more advantageeus than any-that has 
been presented. 

The commission thinks the tract 
could be made into a veritable beauty 
spot. It is located in such a position 
that beth sides of the city would be 
equadistant. The location of the 
park, more than anything, the com- 
mission thinks, would have the effect 
of uniting the two parts of Richmond 
and would give the two sections some- 
thing to strive for, and to be proud 
of, as belonging to it. Beside the 
central location must be taken into 
consideration. The park, if located 
in the Santa Fe tract, would be in 
easy walking distance of any section 
of the city. 

There are eighty acres in the park, 
as favored by the commission. The 
tract is three-fourths of a mile long 
and a sixth of a mile wide. 

Considering the fact that last 
night’s meeting was the initial meet- 
ing of the commission, a vast amount 
of planning, all for Richmond’s ad- 
vancement, was done. 

The commission took up the matter 
of tree planting. 

Only trees adapted to the heavy 
soil of this section are favored by 
the commission. Evergreen trees for 
the most part are tabooed, and for 
good reason the deciduous tree has 
been chosen. It is thought that the 
deciduous tree is the most desirable 
type, as it shades in the summer 
time and allows the sunlight to filter 
in in the winter. The few

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WHO ARE REALLY TO BLAME? 


If any one will take the pains to study carefully the movement 
of the so-called unemployed which has resulted in the recent troub- 
les in this part of the state, and in the East, they will find without 
much effort that lack of employment is not the cause of the forma- 
tion and movement of the ‘‘armies’’ nearly so much as the senti- 
mentality which has fostered and encouraged dissatisfaction with- 
out suggesting any adequate remedy, and which on one side has 
produced sensational writers like London, Freemont Older, Rus- 
sell and Steffens, and on the other agitators of the I. W. W. stripe. 


While no one for a moment denies that there is room for im- 
provement, and a vast improvement in social, political and general 
conditions, and while we are all striving to better them, and have— 
let it bes aid in passing accomplished a great deal in that direction— 
the two elements above referred to have the one excused crime and 
criminals, and the other have committed crimes and become crim- 
inals. 

Lawlessness never improved conditions in any part of the 
world. Revolutions have, and of course in a sense they are lawless 
but rioting and crime have never bettered matters and never will. 
No murder of a ruler, no assassination ever accomplished the pur- 
pose sought, and even the execution of Charles I and Louis XVI 
did not increase the liberties of either the English or the French 
permanently. 

On the other hand orderly methods and agitation have re- 
formed the world and we need go no further than this state to see 
how much has been achieved by such methods. Let us compare 
the political condition of California today with what it was five 
years ago, and we will see at a glance that in that time a more 
complete and startling revolution has been accomplished than was 
acheived by any lawless agitation in the history of the world. 

Again to illustrate note the success which is attending the ef- 
forts to give the ballots to women in the United States and the 
utter lack of progress that is being made in England, yet not a gun 
has been fired, not a -blow struck, not a dollar’s worth of dam- 
mage done here, and millions will not cover the loss of even inno- 
cent people abroad. 

It is not necessary to excuse crime and criminals to advance 
the cause of labor. Labor has nothing to do with either. The 
man who is a criminal is not an industrious working man, he is 
not a good citizen, and he is not seeking to better his condition. 
He is not asking for higher wages, nor better surroundings, nor short- 
er hours, nor any social improvement, on the contrary he is trying 
to live by the labor of others, and is contributing absolutely noth- 
ing to the advancement of humanity, or the cause of labor. The 
men who excuse crime in an effort to picture criminals as unfor- 
tunate laborers suffering from social conditions are really labor’s 
worse foes, and traducers, and their action and statements should 
be denounced by every honest workingman just as severely as was 
the position taken by some good but misguided woman during the 
last session of the legislature who made a minimum wage for women 
not because it was their due, and justice demanded it, but because 
it wuld save them from going wrong. And no more eloquent speech 
was made during that gathering than was made by some working 
woman who declared that the virtue of a working woman was not 
for sale, and that to say she would sin if her wages were low was 
an insult that could not be too strongly denounced. 

But this extolling of crime, this preaching the doctrine that 
the end justifies the means, that holding up trains, robbing banks, 
murdering people in cold blood are all excusable and justifiable be- 

cause social conditions are not ideal are bearing fruit and are being 
eagerly seized upon by those of naturally criminal tendencies to 
rally around them a mob now, and to excuse their acts later on. 

There is no need of a revolution, of an appeal to, Washington, 
of marches and counter-marches to better conditions. It can be 
acomplished much sooner, much quicker, and much more thoroughly 
and satisfactorily by taking the problem quietly and intelligently. 
If' men need work, let the state furnish it until such time ag it is not 
needed any longer. But let each community care for it’s own. 
The idea announced by General Kelley and some of his lieutenants 
that this year’s army is to be followed next year by a larger one, 
and that California and the other sections of the United States are 
to be called upon to provide annual excursions back and forward 

across the continent.

The man who is sent to Sacramento to represent a constituency 
should be thoroughly in harmony with the people he is supposed 
to represent. Years ago it was diseussed in Congress whether a 
member should resign if he would not vote as his constituents de- 
sired, and was held by a very prominent member of the party to 
which the Honorable Senator James C. Owens pretends to belong,

He did not try to overcome criticism 
which he could not answer with vulgar abuse, he did nut dodge po- 
litical issues, and in all those points he was so different from the 
Honorable James C. Owens of the Ninth senatorial district that 
comparisons are necessarily odious especially to the Honorable Jim- 
mie. 5 
But Randolph was a true representative and he kept his word, 
two things which James ©. Owens does not even claim to do.If he 
will not keep his word made in public and writing, what guarantee 
has anyone that he is more a man of his word in other respects, 
what guarantee is there that he will not break it again? Absolutely 
none. Let us then recall him and place a true representative, a 
man of his word, a man who does not by his silence endorse all 
that is said about him to his degredation, in his place. At least let 
us have a man at Sacramento of whom we need not be ashamed. 


“IT IS NONE OF YOUR AFFAIR’’ 


During the progress of the Congressional investigation into 
the affairs of the Calmut & Helea mine in Michigan—the mine 
where there has been riots and strikes, a terrible fire during the 
Christmas celebration, and general trouble for many months—the 
principal owner and general manager of the mine was asked what 
his salary was. Did it reach $100,000? He became furious at 
the question and declared that it was none of the affair of any one 
what his salary was. 

If the amount of his salary did not affect the wages of those 
who are working for him, that statement might be true, but when 
the men he is employing do not get in five years what he receives 
in one month, and yet he declares he is paying them honest and 
fair wages, it is not only the affair of Congress but of everyone, 
because it is such men as the manager in question who are at the 
bottom of the industrial unrest, and unjust and unfair labor condi- 
tions that prevail in some places in this country, and which every 
good citizen and every well wisher of humanity, and every just! 
man deplores and desires to see remedied. 

If employers had not run their business along the lines that 
what they do and what they pay is no one’s business but their own, 


there would not have been any trouble between them and those they 
employ. It is because they have failed to recognize the fact that 
the employee has rights, that he is entitled to a fair compensation 
for his labor, and that the success of the business should redound 
to the benefit of all who make that sticcess possible that we have had 
in this country and elsewhere conditions that are unsatisfactory to 
anyone. No man has any right to under pay those whom he em- 
ploys, and the idea that it is just to take advantage of a man’s ne- 
cessities to under pay him is an outrage. All business should be run 
on a co-operative basis, to the extent that all who make it a success 


should benifit by their labor or ability. 

That has always been the moral law, it is now being recog- 
nized as the statute law as well. The employer’s liability law, the 
eight hour for momen, the improved mining law, the minimum wage 


law, and many other measures are all along that line and all in the 
direction-of greater justice. And if the employer asks, as in the 
case of the Michigan mine owner, ‘‘what affair of yours is it?’’ 
when the states starts to interfere, the answer is that all law is in- 
tended to protect the weak who need the support of the state in 
their efforts to get justice. | 

If all men’ were just and fair, and honest in their dealings 
with each other we could inaugurate the system advocated by the 
anarchists and do away with all government at all. It is because 
men are not ideal in their treatment of each other that it has been 
found necessary to establish governments and from the first moment 
to the present the sole occupation of governments has been to help 


the weak, and protect them. 

It is therefore just and proper that the public authorities 
should enquire minutely into the affairs of the employers who are 
not apparently treating their employees fairly. It is their affair, 
intimately their affair, and the insolence of a man like the Michigan 
mine owner who wants to know what affair it is of the representa- 
tives of the people what he pays his men and what he pays himself, 
should be brought up with a short turn, and his books, and records 
thoroughly examined.
